London, Feb. 18.— The Daily News 
publi.shes the following dated Sunday 
morning, February IS, from Modder 
Kiver: 

"Our KUiUleu appearance .scein.s to have 
astounded the enemy and throwu them 
into a panic. All their position' were 
hurriedly evacuated and the guns at 
Magersfontein and Kimberley were left 
beliind. 

"Gen. Cronje moved hia tran.sport, coU' 
sisting of many hundreds of wagons, 
aloHg the kopjes near Modder River to- 
wards KofTyfontein. It ^'ot past our 
mounted infantry, but owing to wi'ari- 
ncriti had to stop. Thureiipuu our artillery 
opened upon it. 

"The uniin body of the Boer force kept 
up a running light the whole day, trying 
to escape. Kach time tlieir advance 
guard sought to move off, our mounted 
infantry galloped round aud cheeked 
them. We never attempted to stop their 
main movement, contenting ourselves 
with trying to elieck them. 

"Their powition at IvolTyfontein is said 
to be very strong. They entertain n 
wholesome dread of lO.UUU cavalry mov- 
ing more quickly than they do them- 
selves. We hope to .be In Bloemfonteln 
shortly." 

The Daily News has another despatch 
from the Modder Itiver military camp, 
dated Sunday morning, which says; 

"At dawn on Friday the Boers were ob- 
served moving wagons along the fcopjes 
towards Koffyfonte'in.

Jacobsdal, Orange Free State, Friday, 
Feb. 10.— Lord Roberts' combination for 
the movements of the corps dovetailed 
Willi precision, although obstacles that 
liad not been foreseen had to be over- 
come. The execution of his design began 
at ;5 a.m. Sunday. (Jeneral French rode 
into Kimberley Thursday afternoon, just 
when he was due according to the Field 
.Mju'shal'ri time-table, having in four and 
a half days, marched ninety miles with 
artillery and having fought two small 
engagements. 

Tho relief ef Kimberley was ac^'om- 
plished with the loss of only tiftv men.

UniTISH COLr.MllI.V 

AND TUB DOMINIO.N. 

M the railway meeting held last wer 

attention was drawn to tlie obligation 
of the Dominion government and jiarlia- 
ineut to promote the development 
British Columbia. It was pointed out 
that the residents of British Columbia 
eontribute the sum i)t i-^'^O per capita 
every year. If all the people of Canada 
did likewise, the revenue of the Doinin- 
iuu from taxation alone would be up 
wards of 9100,000,000. As a matter of 
fact, the revenue from taxation is not 
more than one-third of this amount, 
it is a matter of fact, not simply 
tin 'firy, that one British Columbian 
e(iual to three Canadians in otlier parts 
of the r>ominion. This does not call for 
any argun-ent. It is an undisputed and 
an indisputable fact. It not only af- 
fords a liasis for a claim on the part of 
ibis iirovince for better coiiHideration 
than it has hiilierto received; but 
shows that expenditur"S in this province 
are prolitalile from a federal point of 
view, and that it would be good luisiiu 
judgment on the jinrt of tin? federal 
government to expend money for de- 
velopment purposes In tliis province, 
'I'his nialter was urged very strongly 
upon the attention of parliament liy 
Seiiatiu- .Maedonald last year, but lo no 
pariieiilar elTeet. He was not backed 
up by the members of the House of 
Cominons who support llie government, 
and whose inlluenee might have aecon 
lilisheii soine^thing. It i.s (luite impo 
sible lo defend the indiderence exhibitc 
by the Liberal members of the Commons, 
ri'presenting this province, in connection 
with this very important (luestion. 

The Cohmist eaiiiiol say very niueb 
Ih.-it is new upon this siihji'el. If wa.- 
very elaborately gone into during tli( 
session of 1887 by Mr. B. P. Rithet, 
who then represented Victoria in th< 
housi\ AVe followed the publie;i I ion of 
.Mr. Rillir-t's speech with a siwies ot 
articles in which all the facts and argu- 
ments were stated in detail. Last year 
we reproduced Senator Macdonald's ob 
siu-vations in the Senate, and, if we re 
iiieuilier rightly, what Col. I'rior had to 
say iu reference to it in the House ol 
Coramon.s. Therefore if Colonist read 
ers do not understand the merits of tin 
contention, it is hardly possible to maki 
tliein clear to an.v one. Our object in 
taking the iniktter nii to-day is that it 
may not lii' lost siglit of, ami tliat no 
session of piirliament may be allowed to 
pass without an effort to force it home 
upon the consideration of the federal 
government. The quostion is one that

Uoberls' Cavalry Itrigades (iive Wings 
to an .Vi-iny Ifilherlo PiUl 
Crawling. 

.New York. Feb. IS.— Mr. Isaac Ford, 
till' I..oiulon correspondent of the New 
Vork Tribune cables liis paper this inorii- 

iiig reviewing the South .\frican war sit- 
uation as follow-; 

"Ceiieral It.dierls bulletins suriias.-i in 
interest any special iinblieation uiion 
which an exultant (■luiiire has ever hung 
from hour to hour. For that reason, any 
interrupliiiii of them <-;iuscs keen disap- 
piuiitmiuit here. 'l'Iii>re were only two 
yeslerchiy. 'I'ho (irsl containeil the sequel 
to (ieii. Kiteliener's announcement that 
oiii. of < ieueral Kelly-Kenny's brigades 
was if. piii-.-nit of a large Boer convoy. 
It gave a short inventory of iiiililary 
stores caiitured by the lirigadi; ami left 
the story iiiirmished. The convoy btdong- 
ed to (Jen. Cronje'.s laager which was 
uiiilcr tlic British artillery fire when 
KiKdieiier despatched his niessengei. 
This was an iiitimalioii that a i.'onsidcr- 
ahle body of the enemy wliich had been 
besieging Kiinbcrlcy, was retiring cast- 
ward to Bloointontein and that a portion 
of the sbtth division hud caught up with 
it and was harrnesing its retreat. Press 
despatches estimated the Htreiigth of tlie 
Hoer column at 10,000, but contained 
few details of this rcsir guard ai'tion. 
(ieueral Cronje was describi'd as forming 
a laager with a circle of uncapturcd 
wiigoiis aad was standing at bay because 
llie oxen could not i?o on. It is not clear 
whether the largo Dtltch force was in re- 
treat or whether it was only a .«niall 
guard for llie convoy. 

"The second linlb'liu was a casually 
list from .Incobsdal, with eighteen names. 
The colli rust between lien. Uolierts' vic- 
loi iniis march with its trivial losses, and 
(iiui. Metliueirs defeat at Magersfonli'Iii 
was terrilile. 

•'The jiress ilespalclies lighted up ihis 
casually list with gli'ams cif color. There 
was a series of > i, iriui.slies between pat- 
rols for control of the wounded in .lacolis- 
dal before tile I'rilisli artillery shrlleil the 
Uocrs out of ,Iacobs,lal. The I'.oers were 
repoiMecl lo hi' retiring from Siiyronlein 
ni)iiliwe>t and abaiiiloiiiiig iludr ciilreiich- 
od positions, which had lieeii a barriei' lo 
.Mefliuen's progress, and a rumor that 
• ieii. I''rencli bad entered Kiiiiberiey in 
triumph, and that that ollicer had dined 
oil something better than horseflesh at the 
principal club, wno rnnning the rouniUi ot 
the British camp at .lacobsdnl. There 
was ail unpleasant episode. A largo 
British convoy which luid been previous- 
ly reported as captured and then as re- 
captured on the Riet river, was again 
descrilied us having fallen into thejiands 
of the Dutch. This Boer force was re- 
porteil to have come up from Colesbiirg 
to reinforce Cronje, and to have inter- 
fered seriously with the i!rilish arrange- 
monts for supplying the sixth and seventh 
divisions. This point was left in doubt 
by the war nlllce. There was a rumor 
that (leii. Macdonald's brigade had re- 
turned to Koodoofilierg, luit this was iia- 
contirined. 

"A third bulletin is needed lo round 
off Gen. Itolierls' series an<l to cle.ir up 
the m.vsteries enveloping a moveiuenl 
of remarkable complexity. Hut the war 
olllce closed to-niglit without issuing it. 
The optiiiiints were free to contdude that 
Cronje was in full retreat, that Kinilier- 
ley had been ndieved and liiat the retire- 
ment of a large Dutch column from Spy- 
fontein had been tuit olT; but there w;is 
no ollleial conlirmal imi of any of these 
stnlemeiitri, altliouglr the probabilities 
were strongly in favor of conliiiiied stic- 
ci'ss of Cien. Rolierls' plan of campaign. 
The croakers were ulso at lilierty to in- 
fer that the capture ot the Britisli con- 
voy implied n« unexpected check that 
Crcnjc had boon taken completely by 
surprise and that some adroit planjsf. de- 
fenci>' h.Mil been suddenly revealctl'whon 
•he P.rilish divisions were ont . ot- toueli 
Willi one aiiutlier. ' '

The Sorby scheme, which has lieen be- 
fore tlie elli/.ens so long, iiiiderweiit a sev- 
ere bombardment yesterday. The attack- 
ing force was a brigade under command 
of I). It. Kcr, and In the ranks wore a nuni- 
lier ot Victoria's sliewdcst and most proinlii- 
ent citizens. The eiigagenu'iit uccurred In 
the coinnilttee room at the city hall. 

As a result of the fray, the Sorby pro- 
ject may be considered to he lu extrmils, 
or at least to have received a very serious 
wiiiiiid— dill' that will projiably prove fatal. 
Vigorous onslaughts were delivered by 
.Messrs, W. A. Ward, U.' K. Ker anil J. .1. 
SlialleroHB, who proved <pilte conclusively 
that .Mr. Korby's estimates were most aii- 
t rust won hy and that the general weakness- 
es of the project are so glaring and pal|)a- 
blo as to warrant Its linincdiate and coiii- 
ideie rejection by the board of aldermen 
and the city. 

The two moBt glaring Ill-features of the 
project, as pointed out by the speakers 
were the erroneous estimate made by Jlr. 
.Sorby In arriving at the amount to be 
charged for wharfage— 45 cents; and the 
entire amount of revenue. I'resldcnt Wurd

That the alilerineii ivere Impressed hy 
the argtiiiHTil s preseiueil against the 
prnjeet Is seen by their action last evening, 
reported In another coluiiiii, when they de- 
elded to defer making an approiirlat Ion for 
the boring opei-atioiis iinlll a lHti>r ilati'.

British OoUimbia'a lesjisliiluiv rcsmm-d 
its sessional liiboM yestcrjiiy nfternoou, 
iiftor a three days' respite, gave three 
iiiid » hnU hours to public business, und 
rose until to-diiy ou the Premier's mo- 
tion—the government and its supporters 
well satisfied, though surprised, that 
they httd bi-ou able to outlast the day. 
I'ublic business did not concern the law- 
makers, the ubjeci of the ndniinistration 
being quite apparently to terminate the 
sitting as speedily us possible lest their 
fate should be sealed by an adverse vote 
The excitement of tlie situation com 
munieuted itself to the galleries, and 
throughout the brief but not uneventful 
sitting an unusually large concourse of 
ladies and gentlemen gave close atten- 
tion to the proceedings. Nor were these 
proceedings without great and general 
interest, for early in the day the govern- 
ment presented its gerrymander mciis- 
ure. and the opposition formally directed 
attention to the fact that the President 
of the Council had, by aoeeptmg travel- 
ling expenses, as shown by the Public 
Accouutt;, invalidated his election as a 
member of the house and rendered him- 
self liable to the prescriljed and very 
heavy penalties. To this charge the 
government made but a feeble reply, not 
even the I'remier iiiidertukiiig to main- 
tain that the oflence had not been com- 
mitted as charg.'d. Hon. Mr. Semliu 
iiidei'd directed atti^ntion to his selC- 
adniisiiiou oi: tlie impeachment, by his 
repetition that the "spirit" ol: the law 
had not been infringed; wliile lion. .Mr. 
lienderson was especially careful not to 
state or imply that the ease was not 
inecisely as the opposition said. Llie 
vote upon Mr. Turner's adjournment 
motion, upon wiiicli this matter was 
brought forward, was not in any way 
to be taken as expressing the opinion of 
tlie house upon tlie governmeut's policy, 
nor - yet us eiulorsntion of Hon. Mr. 
Mclveehnie's position, us members could 
consistently vote in the negutive on the 
liroposal to adjourn the house, while 
heartily concurring in the statements of 
the ojiposition upon the issue. That thi» 
ili"f<'at of the government must eorue 
within the next few days is now admit- 
ted even by straight government follow- 
ers, at least two of whom made no con- 
cealment of the fact of their surprise 
that the administration lived out the 
day.

Agreement made and entered Into this 
tenth da.\ of Jaunary, VM), between tlie 
(-'oi-poratlon of the City of Victoria, In iiic 
Province of ISrlll.di Columbia, herelnaf ti.-r 
called "The Corporation," of the tlrst part, 
and Joseph .\. Haywaril, merchant; David 
Si)eii(-ei-, nierchanl; Fred, rick it. Feinber- 
toii, liiiaiichil :ij,-cnt; Wllllaia Munsle, mer- 
ch.int; and I'li'iuenl !■:. Henoiif, merchant; 
all of tin? City of Victoria, aforesaid; here- 
inafter called "The Trustees," and their 
assigns, of llie second part; 

\\'lieri'as, tlii' Trustees are desirous of 
forming a eoiiipany (hereinafter called and 
referred to as "The Company") for the 
purpose of acquiring and operating the 
Vlctorlo & Sidney Railway and of extending 
the same Into the busluesa part of the 
City of Victoria, and also If found neces- 
sary or expedient to extend the same to 
some coavciilciit harbor north of Sidney; 
for the purpose of eatabllshlug and operat- 
ferry system between Sidney or the 
terniluns of such extension on tbo Sii'dnlch
